LAW EFFECTIVE TODAY 
FIRST NATIONAL BANK HAS 
NEW BOOKKEEPING MACHINE 


New Act Protects for Health and 
Safety of Boys and Girls Who 
Must Toil. 


Adding, Subtracting and Posting of 
Checks and Deposits Are Now 
Done by “Steel Brains.”

Pittsburg, January 1— A new era 
lawns in Pennsylvania today for tlie 
30y or girl who must toil in mill, fao- 
oyv, store or other industry, when 
the child labor law enacted becomes 
operative. 
The new law contains 
stringent provisions and severe pun­ 
ishment for their violation. 
Em­ 
ployers of child labor throughout tin* 
state have prepared to comply with 
the act. 
The act provides for the health, 
safety and welfare of minors. 
It 
forbids their employment in certain 
establishments, restricts their hours 
o f labor, regulates 
conditions and 
provides for their education in con­ 
tinuation schools. 
This last is some­ 
thing of an innovation. 
It shall be 
unlawful to employ any minor be-1 
tween 14 and 16 years, unless the 
Jhild attends school at least eight 
hours a week. 
The school must he 
approvt d by the state superintendent 
of public instruction. 
Children em­ 
ployed on the farm or in domestic 
service in private homes are exempt 
from the provisions of the act.
